Have you ever started to make a | 


cake and when the work was well 
under way suddenly - realised that 
‘the baking powder tin was emptied? 
If you understarid a few of the under 
lying principles of leavening agents. 


you will have no difficulty in substitut | 
ing for the baking-powder. If you do’ 


not, your only solution is to visit your 
nearest neighbor and borrow some. 

Baking powder is made up of 50 
per cent acid and 25 per cent alkali 
The acid used may be a phosphate or 
a tartrate. If cream of tartar is used 
the resulting baking-powder is spoken 
of as © tartrate baking powder. The 
alicali used is "baking soda. The re- 


. Maining 25 per cent is made up of 


cornstarch. This starch absorbs any 
extra moisture and prevents the chem 
ical action starting in the can. 

If. your recipe calls for two tea- 
spoons of baking powder the rule 3s to 
substitute one teaspoon of cream of 
tartar and one half teaspoon of soda. 

The general rule given for the use 
of baking powder is to use two tea-
